Tile Jc^vs learned why these evilc 
came upon them, and repented of 
their wrongs. They returned from 
their captivity with inclinations that 
were Siocialistic and were prosper¬ 
ous until again selfishness over¬ 
came their principles, “they helpeil 
eve.-y one his neighbor; and every 
one said to his brother, be of good 
courage.” 

There; all of the above has said 
itself; I took my pen to merely say, 
that Jesus and his disciples and fol¬ 
lowers were Socialistic, and tliat no 
person can, in the true sense of the 
word be a Christian and not a So¬ 
cialist.

12., is given to be carried out in 
this life. Let us either cease to 
talk about it or undertake to live it 
Was Jesus an idealist saying what 
he did not mean, or was hr sent to 
tell his friends what to do.'

hundred and fifteen thousand and 
four hundred and seventy acres of 
our lands? Do j^u think Chris¬ 
tianity would justify the railroads 
owning more stiuare miles of our 
territc^ than there is in the en¬ 
tire New England States, with New 
Yotk and Pennsylvama thrown in ? 
When Socialism conies no foreign¬ 
ers (.u* nation will take the common 
people’s homes from them, and the 
railroads will not own the lands 
simply to keep them from the pe(> 
pie. Foreigners will not send uteir 
serfs here to Uke the common peo¬ 
ple’s homes, and to raise crops to 
send in bulk to those who never 
did an honest day’s work in the 
world.

XI11. was possessed of great diplomatic abilities, had a tvi^ knowl¬ 
edge of men and things and was an intellectual leader in his diurch- 
On the other hand Sarto, when called to the papacy had '■nly distin- 
piished himself as a zealous pastor, with the medioerr :ntellectuat 
abilities of the parish priest, and it was natural tliat he should regard 
his (lontificate as simply an enlargement of his parish duties, whereas, 
tinder mtxleru conditions, skillful diplomacy and statecraft are prime 
essentials. 

It has not taken three years of Sarto's reign to .show the cardinals 
tital he was not the cine for the position, and it is said he feels this 
himself. He is a disapfiointcd man, and lias drawn away from his car¬ 
dinals who would otherwise advise him.

Tlie condemnation of I-oisy, whom Leo did not 
condvnui, was one of the first signiAcent acts of the new pope. The 
syllabus in preparation is a list of modem errors which are to re¬ 
ceive a formal condcmna.io.i; and, if rqiort is correct, propoaitioas of 
three Engli.sh Roman Catholic writers find thmscives inch* !itl in the 
number of those anathematized.

the convention engineers could not 
ignore it. In jB>i thirty minutes 
come hack a se^ of resouitions al¬ 
leged to have been [las-scd by the 
convention in atiMvcr to the letter 
just received—soiiiithing wonder¬ 
ful as a matter cf time! The reso¬ 
lutions refused a conference to tlie 
officers of the printers. 

“Many of the employers attend¬ 
ing the Typothi !ac convention,'’ 
says Pres. Lynch, “expressed re¬ 
gret tliat the strike should continue 
but were powerli '. in the face of 
the open-shop fari.itics in control of 
the convention. We have made 
every effort to avuid the war. It is 
now up to the in lividual employer 
'to terminate hb hopeless strug¬ 
gle against the eight-hour day. He 
can rest assured lii-it those employ¬ 
ers in control bf .the Typothetae, 
many of whom have always con- 
ductixl nun-union offices, wilT get in 
out of the wet as soon as the shoe 
pinches them." 

A Reply to Gomperslsm. 

The executives of the Wisconsin 
State Federation of Labor and the 
Milwaukee Federated Trades Oiun- 
cil in joint session Iia ec prepared an 
answer to the communication sent 
to Milwaukee by the American 
Federation of Lalwr in regard to 
the local polidcjil situation from the 
Labor standpoui;. Among other 
things the reply .-avs; ’ me Joint 
Meeting hails ,'witli satisfaction the 
position of th^.,pxccutive Council 
of the American Federation of 
Labor in its n^w attitude, calling to 
political actiop the wage-workers 
of our country to ’‘unite (as you 
adrise) at the, polls at every elec¬ 
tion,” in ordet; that they may par¬ 
ticipate in governmental affairs to 
relieve the mai^ wrongs perpetrat¬ 
ed on tlicm.” 

But the re ily states that a con¬ 
vention of laLtT'ln Wisconsin, as 
suggested, M'OtM not be advisable, 
owing to the expense and the state 
convention having just been held, 
and also the probability that "it 
would ‘degenerate into a scraniUe 
for public office,’ Ixcause of the fact 
that our movetnent outside of this 
large industrial center is rather 
loung in experience, especially -in 
matters of progrcttive political 
action.”

Milwaukee got another huiwb 
this past week of wliat is roming as 
a result of tile crazy or crooked 
fnuichi.sc-lctting s(>asin of the last 
city council, under the influence of 
men of the StiglbaiKr-Mallory type. 
It was charged at the time the Mil¬ 
waukee & Northern electric pro¬ 
moters floated into Milwaukee and 
were given a franchise (vvith the 
Socialise amendments voted «lown), 
that tbe time would come when the 
citizens would awaken and fin<l the 
smiling face of Mr. 'Jeggs in pos¬ 
session of another Ica.'c for corpor¬ 
ation bloorl-sucking. 

Some time after the franchise 
was given and the people’s rights 
sold out, h was noised round in 
down town circles that the street 
railway monopoly had a finger in 
the pie, but there was nothing more 
tangible back of it than the report 
that an attorney who had wo^cd 
for the Northern promoters had 
loade certain admissions. Still, 
as the promoters were known 
to be men who built roads 
to sell to cajiitalists and not to run 
themselves, it was thought pretty 
certain tliat tliev would not depart 
from their usual course in such a 
juicy field as Milwaukee. Time is 
proving the justness of this sus¬ 
picion. 

This past week tlie Northern peo¬ 
ple havc^be.-n laying a block or so 
of track on Sixth street, at the same 


time a new pavement was being put 
in, this being done so the javement 
would not have to l>e rii>pcd up la¬ 
ter. No soonEr were the rails and 
otiier material <lclivc:ed on the 
gr -and than ark*"ff 
employ of thdlT. .M. E. R. ft L 
Co.,—the Begg* monopoir—arrivc< 
on the spot, their tools and carA 
and whrotbarrow'' i)lainly labe'ed 
with the familiar initials of the fo¬ 
cal street car company, and started 
in to lay the rails. 

Thinking Milwaukeeans are easy 
—that they are "lleinies” as one 
promoter called them—tlie officers 
of the Northeni gave out an inter¬ 
view asking the peo|>le not to be 
alarmed, for the tools were only 
loanetl by the Beggs people as an 
aecomodatioH and ilat the work 
was being tkaie by the Badger Con¬ 
struction Co., James Bannen, 
president, (which is practically the 
same as the asphalt trust, only witlr 
a shifting of names I, and that there 
was just as much latrcd between 
Beggs and the pri 'moters as ever. 

Evidently tlizrr's more than one 
promoter -rho rt:,'nrds Milwaukee¬ 
ans as "Heinies." It is a fishy ex¬ 
planation, but U"' will wait for the 
next link in the chain, which wilt 
undoubtedly be forilicoming in due 
time.
